FORESTRY NOTES 


In Coffee County we have 
191,200 acres of forest land, Of 
this, 2,375 acres was burned this 
year by carelessness, That is en- 
uirely too much, What are we 
going to do about this? The 
main thing to. do is be caretul 
about burning trash and throw- 
ing down lighted matches and 
cigarettes, Most of the fires for 
the past five years were Caus- 
ed by burning brush, Some far- 
mers will light a brush pile and 
walk off and leave it burning. 
The results of this is, we have 
lots of young timber almost 
ruined, I appreciate the way 
most farmers have cooperated 
in my work, but we can still do 
better by being careful. 

It’s an old practice to burn 
the woods in the tall and spring 
to kill weevils, but this has al- 
most proved to be a failure, So 
why not put your waste lands 
in young pines. The waste 
lands will grow pines when no- 
thing else will grow on it. When 
you set pines out, protect them 


from fire and in 15 years you 
will change your mind = about 
the weevil. 


There is lots of young timber 
in Coffee County and if we can 
keep it from burning every year 
we will still have young timber 
coming on. In this county 
burning around 80 per cent of 
the labor is employed by saw- 
mills, planer mills, chair factor- 


=| 000.00 and local farmers 


jes, veneer mills or some manu- 
facturing concern that uses for- 
est production. Therefore it is 
our duty to help protect our 
forest, We have had lots of fires 
that we should not’ have had 
and we had lots of outhorized 
fires. That is the land owner's 
business, but he should be sure 
he has this fire protected. I 
have some reports that some 
have burned and didn’t let ad- 
joining land owners know about} 
it. This is against the forest 
laws and should not be practic-| 
ed, and if enforced will result 
in a fine. All this can be pro- 
hibited, I hope next year before 
we burn we will let all adjoin- 
ing land owners know. Our tim- 
ber crop is the most valuable 
crop we have a Project Forester 
here in our District and if any- 
one wishes to have his timber 
cruised or any information a- 
bout his timber I will be glad 
to help you get in contact with 
him. Protecting out forest does- 
n’t only help us but it also helps 
our children and other children,

The best way 
Yo judge a piteh- 
er's true value is 
to take his aver- 
age against the 
average of his 
team, Even this 
isn't a fair test 
since he natural- 
ly would have a better average 
with a better team, 

I recall in @ther years, that 
Christy Mathewson had no respect 
for an earned-run average. 

“The main idea-is to win the ball 
game," Matty used to say, ‘and to 
save yourself for more work on 
ahead, If I can pick up four or five 
runs, why pitch my arm off for an 
individual mark? This lead gives 
me a chance to rest my arm for 
other games, Pitchers who bear 
down all through nine innings are 
sure to have trouble later on,’’ 

Home-run records and strike outs 
are usually earned, although the 
quality of opposition is still a big 
factor, 

Looking over pitchers, Phil Mar- 
childon of the Athletics ranks ex- 
tremely high. Winning four games 
with the Athletics puts him far 
above such stars as Feller and 
Newhouser, 

In checking along these lines, the 
two greatest pitching records be- 
long to Walter Johnson and Grover 
Alexander.

His feat of pitching 16 shut outs in 
1916 stands as on record that may 
never be touched, One reason is 
that he pitched many of these in the 
Phillies bandbox park where a long 
fly meant a home run, 

Alexander missed the opportunity 
of pitching for a strong team until 
he was moving over the hill, By the 
time Pete reached the Cubs and the 
Cardinals his prime had passed, 


It is easy to understand why no 
good ballplayer, with a chance for 
stardom, cares about landing with 
a weaker, second-division club. 

As far as pitching records go for 
1947, what about Schoolboy Rowe 
and his mark with the Phillies? 
Also Dutch Leonard? 

In sizing up records, you must 
take in the quality of the club and 
the quality of the opposition, Other- 
wise records can mean little,

No, Clint Hartung hasn't yet 
proved that he is or will be another 
Matty, Sisler or Ruth. But he is a 
member of their order, which might 
be known as the Club of Shifting 
Positions. 

When tall, blond, good - looking 
Christy Mathewson reported to the 
Giants 47 years ago from Norfolk, 
Va., where he had won 21 games 
and lost 2, he promptly lost his first 


about 25 cents of every dollar 
spent in carrying out conserva- 
tion practices under the Agri- 
cultural Conservation Program 
during the first five months of 
1947, C. R. Wise chairman of 
the local PMA committee said 
this week. 

This means, explained Mr. 
Wise, that all practices carried 
out by farmers during the per- 
iod cost the government $68,- 
$22,- 
666.00. The value of these prac- 
tices is estimated to be $500,000. 

The major conservation prac- 
tices carried out so far this year 
by Coffee County farmers has 
been establishing coverage of 
winter legumes. The large acre- 
age of peanuts annually harves- 
ted in Coffee County makes this 
a very necessary practice. A 
good growth of winter legumes 
turned under in the spring re- 
stores to the land the humus 
that is lost when the peanuts 
are dug. Winter legumes will al- 
so reduce erosion caused by 
winter rains and winds. 

There is need for five times 
as much of this practice as is 
now being carried out, even 
though its use has increased 
thirty times since ACP began in 
1936, Farmers are also perform- 
ing many more conservation 
practices under the program, Mr 
Wise said. The need for these 
is as great or greater than for 


seeding winter legumes,

Almost the same thing happened 
to a Baltimore kid still remem- 
bered as Babe Ruth, 

The Babe broke in as a pitcher 
with the Red Sox and he was among 
the brilliants for five years. It was 
in 1919 that Ed Barrow decided 
that a cannon was more useful than 
a rifle, so the Babe was meved to 
an everyday job in the outfield, 
where Increasing crowds could lis- 
ten to the musical boom of his big 
bat.

The Covington Blectric Co- 
operative will apply on July 15 
for its first power line construc- 
tion loan from the Rural EBlec- 
trification Administration, Ba- 
sil Thompson, manager of the 
cooperative announced last 
week, 

The application for $664,972 
if approved, will enable the co- 
op to build approximately 539 
miles of distribution lines to 
serve about 1,500 rural consum- 
ers in Covington and Coffee 
Counties, Mr, Thompson said. 

More than 1,000 farmers and 
other rural people in the area 
to be served by the proposed 
lines have already signed up 
with the co-op. Information 
supporting the loan application, 
including number and location 
of probable consumers, Must be 
approved in RBA’s Washington 
headquarters before a construc- 
tion contract can be let, and 
July 12 has been fixed as the 
dead-line for this information 
to reach the co-op office in 
Andalusia, 

The Covington Electric Co- 
operative now operates approxi- 
mately 600 miles of line serving 
about 2,700 farmers and other 
rural establishments. These 
lines were purchased from the 
Alabama Water Service Com- 
pany in 1944, Eventually, the 
cooperative expects to build a 
total of 1,500 miles of line to 
serve 6,000 consumers in Coy- 
ington and Coffee Counties,

START FALL GARDEN 
EARLL FOR SUCCESS 

Though fall is not just around 
the corner, it’s still time to plan 
‘the fall garden. One of the mis- 
takes made in fall gardening is 
waiting too late to plant, J. C. 
Ford, API extension gardener, 
has observed. Planting must be 
done early enough to get a good 
growth before freezing weather, 
County agents have planting 
charts which gardeners May Se- 
cure, 

Land should be turned at 
least a month before planting 
time. Ford advises gardeners to 
harrow or drag after every rain 
or when weeds appear. Fertili- 
zers should be put down two or 
three weeks ahead of planting. 

Garden pests are at their 
worst in late summer and early 
fall, so a loaded dust gun must 
be kept handy. Rotenone will 
control most pests that attack 
fall gardens. Use sabadilla dust 
for cabbage bugs and 5 to 7 per 
cent copper dust for leaf spot 
in turnips...

Carlos Parrish, 18-year-old 
son of Charlie Parrish, of the 
Reeves School Community was 
proudly displaying a bobcat 
which he killed on his father’s 
place last Thursday. 

The cat, which weighed about 
20 pounds was found in a potato 
patch about a quarter of a mile 
from the Parrish home, Think- 
ing it was a fox, and possibly 
carrying rabies, Carlos went to 
the house for the shotgun and 
killed him in an adjoining 
field on his return.

The opposition seems 
to center around two groups, 
one of which realize we should 
have a good school but believes 
the government owes us one and 
are unwilling to go along with 
the program in its present 
form. The other group is just a- 
gainst taxes, and though they 
agree that a new school would 
be fine if it didn’t cost anything 
they don’t seem to be worried 
about the prospect of our not 
getting one. 

Elba has been marking time 
for too many years already. She 
once was the nicest and most 
progressive town in this section 
of the country, so we are told. 
Several causes contributed to 
the stopping of Elba’s growth. 
The flood has been blamed for 
much of it, but the fault is not 
wholly there. The people who 
live here are directly res- 
ponsible for its growth then and 
now. We can sit quietly by and 
gather in as many dollars as 
we can, as has been done: for 
some time, or we can wake up 
to the fact that this is our town 
and we are the only people who 
are interested enough to make 
it grow. 

The new school is essential to 
a good Elba. It is an assurance 
that future Elbians will be the 
type people we need here. 
Money spent here is not a gift, 
but an investment that will re- 
pay itself many times in the fu- 
ture. Elba cannot go forward 
without a good school. 

The additional tax is small, 
five dollars per thousand dollars 
of the assessed value of the 
property. It will hurt some but 
it won’t hurt nearly as much as 
sending children to school un- 
der the conditions they went 
this spring. 

A Republican Congress isn’t 
going to spend anything in any 
southern state. The state has al- 
ready put up $102,000 in the 
form of a county building fund. 
The plan to spend it on an Elba 
school was endorsed only on 
condition that Elba raise the re- 
mainder of the money needed. 
This state money now has been 
frozen and if we don’t make ar- 
rangements to raise our share 
it probably will be released for 
repair of schools throughout the 
county.

Combats Poor Diet 
And Sanitation 


Our boys grew better in the 
armed forces because the armed 
forces used modern methods of 
building man power. We need 
to use more modern methods 
to improve the health of our 
children and our workers. We 
can’t make you obey the laws 
of sanitation the soldiers had to 


for you, but if we can get you 
to understand the need, you can 
then do much to help yourself 
and your family. If you will 
study your home conditions of 
diet and sanitation and personal 
health habits and make the im- 
provements you find are needed 
then you will find that your 
children will develop better and 
adults also will suffer less dis- 
ease. 

The Health Department can 
help you make these studies at 
the health meetings being made 
this summer. Our children 
should develop so much better 
that when they enter school at 
the age of six years the average 
child will weigh from 7 to ten 
pounds more than our six year 
children now weigh. Our child- 
ren are stunted in their grow- 
th—our grown people do not en- 
joy the health they need to do 
their work and to enjoy living. 
Over half the parents are ac- 
tually sick for the lack of pro- 
per diet accompanied by reaped 
infections, much of which could 
be prevented just by what peo- 
ple could do at home for them- 
selves. 

The prosperity of landowners, 
merchants and town people lar- 
gely depends upon the earnings 
of our farmers. Protection and 
improvement of the health of 
our people and modern health 
methods will develop more effi- 
cient and happier workers bet- 
ter able to make a living for 
themselves and all of us who 
served them. Encourage your 
friends to attend these summer 
meetings and to make plans for 
their community to have a year 
round health program, Coopera- 
tion is needed for community 
sanitation. 

We are interested in better 
health for the people of Coffee 
County and urge you to attend 


these summer meetings.

BILL TO ASSIST IN 
PROMOTION OF 
PEANUT PRODUCTS 


Sponsored by Rep. Larkins 
and other representatives to 
enable producers of agricultural 
products to act jointly with dea- 
lers and processors in promoting 
the sale, distribution and con- 
sumption of such products was 


introduced in the Alabama 
House last week, 
The measure, which applies 


to producers of potatoes, peach- 
es, vegetables and all other 
products as well as peanuts, has 
the endorsement of Representa- 
tives of this section. It also had 
Farm Bureau endorsement in 
line with the organization's 
long-established policy of pro- 
moting cooperative action on 
the part of the growers. 

Mr. Larkins explained that he 
and his colleagues believed the 
peanut growers of the principal * 
producing sections of the state 
wanted such a measure, It pro- 
vides that the growers may vote 
on whether to levy an assess- 
ment upon themselves for the 
purpose of ‘financing or con- 
tributing toward the financing 
of a program of advertising and 
other methods designed to in- 
crease the consumption of and 
the markets for’ designated pro- 
ducts, 

Walter L, Randolph, president 
of the Alabama Farm Bureau 
Federation, said that need for 
cooperation of the growers in. 
promotion campaigns, which 
have had limited success throu- 
gh a system of voluntary con- 
tributions had long been felt. 
The referendums as proposed in 
the House bill would be conduc- 
ted in a manner similar to that 
in which farmers placed them- 
selves under Tripple-A_ pro- 
grams. 

The elections would be con- 
ducted by organizations repre- 
senting the producers, on ap- 
proval of the state board of ag- 
riculture. On either a regional 
or statewide basis, a two-thirds 
vote would be required to place 
the assessments into effect and 
any farmer not satisfied with 
his assessment could demand a 
refund. The assessments could 
not exceed one-half of one per 
cent of the value of the year’s 
production of any producer in- 
cluded in the group to which 
the referendum is submitted. 

The bill sets forth this policy: 

It is declared to be in the in- 
terest of the public welfare that 
the Alabama farmers who are 
producers of agricultural pro- 
ducts, including peanuts, pota- 
toes, peaches, apples, berries, 
vegetables and other fruits of 
all kinds, as well as bulbs and 
flowers and other agricultural 
products having a domestic or 
foreign market, shall be permit- 
ted and encouraged to act joint- 
ly and in cooperation with 
handlers, dealers and processors 
of such products in promoting 
and stimulating, by advertising 
and other methods, the increas- 
ed use and sale, domestic and 
foreign, of any and all agricul- 
tural commodities. ..

To control boll worm only, he 
suggest an application of 5 per 
cent DDT dust at the rate of 12 
to 15 pounds per acre, If two 
and one-half per cent is used, 
the rate of application should 
be doubled. 

For aphids only, a dust con- 
taining 2 per cent nicotine is 


have this material and can sup- 
ply either 2 or 3 per cent mix- 
tures with hydrated lime. 

In the case where boll worms 
and aphids both are present, 
the 12 to 15 pound application 
of 5 per cent DDT dust is fol- 
lowed within 3 to 5 days with 
the nicotine dust treatment, 

For control of boll worm, 
aphids and boll weevil, the DDT 
dust treatment is applied and 
then followed at 5-day intervals 
with two applications of calcium 
arsenate-nicotine mixture. The 
nicotine content in this mixture 
is 2 per cent. 

A cotton dust containing 3 
per cent gamma isomer of ben- 
zene hexachloride plus 5 per 
cent DDT may be substituted 
for control of all three cotton 
insects if the nicotine and cal- 
cium arsenate are not available. 
One application of this mixed 
substitute mixture is high, but 
a single application would cost

FOLSOM SIGNS 39 
NEW LAWS IN 
SINGLE DAY 


In the biggest bill signing day 
since he became governor, the 
chief executive signed into law 
thirty-nine bills last week. 

Effecting every person in Ala- 
bama is the new law that abo- 
lishes the tokens as a means of 
sales tax collection.
